INTERVIEW WITH AN AMIR'S 
TWO WIVES. 


Kathleen . Woodward, the special 
representative of the Daily Express 
writes as follows :—T was admitted 
to'the Amir of Katsina’s two wives 
in the sacred precincts of their thrice 
guarded apartinents «gt"the Midland 
Grand Hotel,.St. Pancras, 

No man, other than the Amir 
himself, hus ever seen their faces. 
Peeping Toms may well be warmed 
of a formidable body-guard of bare- 
footed Nigerian veterans in warlike 
attire who guard access to the Amir’s 
wives. They appeared ripe for an 
encounter, I thought, as they lolled 
about the floar, ‘looking extremely 
uncomfortable in the hotel surround- 
ings. The white-haired chief of the 
guard looked particularly bored as 
he balanced on the side of an arm- 
chair, resting his feet on the back 
of another, and stroking bix tough 
white beard. : 

The Amir’s . fifteen. ere son 
came forward ta ».- He has 
& Vivacious, rather’ ae looking 
face, and looked a quaint figure in 
his scarlet tasselled fez, and volumi- 
nous, ill-fitting khaki greatcoat, which 
trailed the ground. This, I learned, 
was to keep him warm. 

GIGANTIC ATTENDANT. 

T found the Amir's*wives huddled 
together in a remote corner of a 
spacious room. A serving, woman. 
gigantic in form, and @ 
Hercules of muscle, partially . hid 
their slight: forms with her massive 
frame. The Amir’s wives seemed 
nervous at this unaccust)med visita- 
tion and huddled still closer together, 
while the serving woman challenged 
me with flashing black eyes set in a 
huge face. creased and cut with mystic 
tribal signs, 

Princess Ma‘itna.? the ‘‘Amir’s 
youngest and favourite wife, sat on 
the floor heavily cloaked in folds of 
blue, casemenf-like clath. She wore 
a turban of variegated colour. At 
my nearer approach she crouched 


‘closer to the Amir's second wife, 


Malka, who, similarly clothed, sat 


| in a deep armchair, looking extremely 


conscious of not having sat in such & 
position before. 

Tn the centre of the heavily curtain- 
ed room, littered with “odd garments 
and empty tins, stood a four-posted 
bfass bedstead. A mirrored wardrobe 
and a chintz settee completed the 
furniture. * 

I received the formal Mohammedan 
salutation frdm,. the ' Asnit’s wiees,; 
when my identity: and mission had 
been fully explained by the interpreter 
and the serving woman, shaking her, 
bangles and earrings and frilly lace 
trousers, permitted me a fuller view 
of her charges, as 

Ma'inna is twenty-two years old, 
| She is the daughter ‘of a once warring 
chief who was a neighbour of the 
Amir. She has great, trustful-looking 


' black eyes. Her dusky face is round 


aud flat, and the tribe consider her 
exceedingly beautiful, She certainly 
has « fascinating way, aid I noticed 
she could. assume, a Eeesure or 
coquettish look at. will.,

HOW CAN RUMANIA’ AFFORD IT?

Extensive preparations are being | 
made. for the coronatioy of King | 
Ferdinand 1, ef Rumania and of 
Queen Marie, a danghter of the late 
Duke of Edinburgh, which is to take 
place towards the end of September 
in Alba soar (Transylvania). 

Alba Julia is but a small town te 
day of hardly any importance except 
its historical interest. “It was the 
stronghold of Michael the Brave, who 
succeeded for 2 brief period in uniting 
ail Rumanian-speaking people under

Her beauty is of a maturer 
kind, Romance lurks behind her 
heavy, languorous eyes. She was 
once a mere slave in the Amir's house- 
hold. She sat during the whole of 
my visit with her eyes fixed on my 
pillar-box red hat. She did not how- 


ever, she informed me through the | vf, 


interpreter, prefer it to her turban. 
She thinks, from the peeping glimpses } Mr 
she has made, that out fashions are 
just a little strange and mixed. 

The Amir’s wives have few diver- 
sions, Most of the day is spent crouch- 
ingin the comerasIsaw them. They 
talk tribal fashions and scandal all 
day. Nothing pleases them sa much 
as good gossip—not even their dishes 
of curry and rice which is the exclu- 
sive diet. 

DEVOTIONS. 

Fifty times a day they perform their 
devotions—at dawn, before and after 
noon, after sunset, and, finally, before 
retiring. Their hotel suite faces the 
East, in which direction ther pro- 
strate themselves in prayer. 

“Do you do nothing else?” T 
asked Ma'inna, and she confessed that 
both her and Malka’s most fascinat- 
ing diversion was to contemplate 
| themselves in’ the wardrobe mirror. 
ornamenting their faces with a black, 
tar-like: substance, the . favourite 
cosmetic. 

Malka roused herself only once 
during my stay, and that was to tell 
me how laxurjous the hotel bed 
and appointments were in comparison 
with their homely mud huts, and how 


‘| frightened she was by the traffic when 


she once peeped out of the hotel win- 
dow.

Cruelty to a mui tsci was the 
charge preferred against a welk 
tressed Chinese woman, whose 
address was given as No, 2, Shing 
Wo. Terrace, Happy Valley, before

Mr. Leo Longinotte appeared for 
the defendant and entered a plea of 
“ nat. guilty.” 

Atcording to Inspector Blackman, 
who prosecuted, the mui fsai, a child 
of between 6 and 7 years of age, was 
found fx Wongneichong village on 
August 9 and taken to‘the No, 2 
Police Station. She had marks of 
beating on her sboutiers; which she 
alleged was caused by ber mistress 
to whom she refused to return. 

The child. in the witness box, 
-amused the Court when she said that 
she was 15 years of age. She told 
the Magistrate that she “did not 
know her surname.” She had lived 
with the defendant for a long time. 
Her mistress treated her very badly. 
On the 9th she was accused of stealing 
her mistress’s earrings, and although 
she was innocent, she was beaten 
with a rattan. Later in the day 
when her mistress went out, she ran 
away from the house, She met a 
man in the street, told him what had 
occurred, and he accompanied her to 
the station, She did not want to 
return to her mistress’s home. 

Replying to Mr. Longinotto, the 
child agreed that she always had as 
much to eat as she wanted. 

Mr. Longinotto: She is a good 
mistress except that when she 
suspects you of stealing she probably 
hits you?—Yes. 

Addressing the Magistrate, Mr. 
Longinotto said that ‘the child was 
“ absurdly well looked after” by her 
mistress, and was kepc in a mest 
cleanly manner. “She got a hiding 
because she usually admitted ber 
thefts after receiving one,” he con- 
tinued. ‘The case is so trifing, I 
don't know whether you require me 
to call any evidence. 

The Magistrate reminded Mr. 
Longinotto that the point to be decid- 
ed was whether the defendant had 
exceeded her rights with regard to 
the child. ; 

Tn fhe witness box, the defendant 
said that the ‘mui-isat had been 
in ‘the habit of stealing food 
money: otherwise she bad nothing 
against the child. She beat the child 
because ‘she suspected her of theft.

‘TAILORS’ TALE, 


DISBELIEVED BY JUDGE. 


WIN FOR MADAME LILY. « 

Judgment for the plaintiff was 
given by Mr. Justice Wood ‘at’ the 
Summary Court to-day in the case 
in which Lily Negre, trading as the 
Maison Lily, sued six of her tailors 
for money lent to them and repayable 
on demand. There were counter 
claims in which the defendants con- 
tended that owing to the fact that 
the plaintiff had ‘not paid them an 
increase of 30 per cent. in wages as 
promised by «her in December she 
owed them more thin ther, owed 

er. 

Mr. R. EB. Webster appeared to 
support the claim and Mr. T. Rowan 
opposed it. 

Giving evidence’ this morning 
Madame Lily repfting to questions 
pat to her by counsel and the Judge. 
volubly and emphatically denied 
that she had ever agreed to pay the 
men an increase of 30 percent. Since 
she began business in 1917 she had 
never, she declared, had any trouble 
with her employees until last Jume 
and she had paid the same rates all 
through. When she received a letter 
from the dressmakets’ guild demanding 
the increase she went down to the 
work room and asked who had written 
it. Al of the men replied “No 
savvy. missus. Can do. She never 
undertook at any time to pay. the 
increase afd the employees ‘were 
quite content to continue under the 
existing arrangement.‘ The disagree- 
ment that occurred in Jone came 
along when she decided to reduce 
the outstanding Liabilities of the staff 
on their loan accounts. 

In announcing his decision. the 
Judge said that so far ax the claim was 
concerned judgment must be entered 
for the plaintiff in each case with 
costs, In entering © judgment 
on the counter-claim he had to elect 
whether-to believe the story told ky 
the defendants who had given evid- 
ence or that of Madame Lily. Having 
seen the witnesses in the box his 
impression was that the relations 
between Madame Lily and her em- 
ployees were in fact friendly. He 
accepted the plaintiffs statément 
that during December the staff were 
not anxious to fall into line with the 
Jans of their guild. Madame Lily 
had he believed told the truth and 
the witnesses for the defendants were 
saying what was untrae as to the 
question of complaints. His Honour 
said he found that no complaints 
were made by the staff until the dis- 

ute arose in June. He also thought 
rt unlikely that if they had agreed 
that’ this 30 per cent.increase claimed 
should be applied in reduction of 
their ‘loans they would not have 
insisted on signed entries to this 
effect being made in their accounts 

“My decision is therefore,” His 
Honour concluded, “to believe the 
evidence given by the plaintiff and 
to disbelieve the evidence given on 
behalf of the defendants. There will 
be judgment for the plaintiff on the 
claim and counter claim with 
costs.””

Chinese Theatrical Com- 
pany at the Woping Theatre, Des 
Vorux Road Central, at 83) last 
night. The performance had been 
in progress for about half 
an hour, when Li Siu-fan, the 
leading comedian of the Company, 
who was holding the boards with an 
actress, Wassuddenly shot at by amem: 
ber of the audience. He was immed: 
iately taken to the Government Civil 
Hospital with a butler in his neck, 
but died a few minutes after ad- 
mittance, without recovering con- 
sciousness, . 
Immediately the shot was fired and 
while the people in the theatre had 
still scarcely realised what had hap- 
pened, the murderer made a dash for 
freedom, A Chinese detective who 
was among the andience promptly 
Rave chase, but-the fugitive gained 


the’ street without difficulty, and 
made off with the. detective at 
his heels. Several members 
of the . audierce joired in the 
chase, and achorus of police whist- 
les soon attracted the attention of 
several constables on point duty, 
with the result that the fugitive was- 
captured in Gilman Street. He at- 
tempted to throw away 2 Mauser 
revolver, but i¢ waa picked up and 
handed to the police. At the Central 
Station the revolver was exemined 
and found to contain seven live and 
one-spent cartridges. : 

According to those who witnessed 
the shooting, the murderer left his 
seat on the ground floor of the 
theatre, and advanced slowly down 
the gargway towards the stage, 
where the comedian was singing. 
He stopped a couple of yards from 
the stage, whipped a revolver from 
his pocket, and calling out “' Li Siu 
Fan,” fired point blank, Li collapsed, 
and the theatre was immediately in 
anvuproar. Taking advantage of the 
stampede, the murderér slipped out. 
Those who followed him saw him 
strip off his coat and discard it 
near the exit. Near the coat 
was found another Mauser pistol, 
fully loaded in all eight chambers. 
Tt was secured by aEwropean detective 
who wag altracted to the theatre 


European and Chinese detectives 
arrived soon afterwards, and panic 
was stopped by the closing of the 
exits, through which the ‘excited 
audience was struggling to gain ‘the- 
street. Those who remained In the 
theatre were not allowed to leave 
until an hour later, when the excite- 
ment had subsided. = 

The performance, of course, Was~ 
‘abandoned, but in spite of the 
tragedy, there were mauy in the 
audience who created a disturbance 
outside the box office. demanding the 
return of their money. . The police 
had to use’ strong measures to dis:

RUSSIAN CATASTROPHE. 


DANGER OF PESTILENCE IN EUROPE ON GIGANTIC SCALE. 
—= 
FLEEING MASSES DOOMED. 
—__ aa : 
Lonpon, August 16. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Lloyd George said that the Russian 
famine was the most terrible visitation in Europe or the world for centuries. 
The British | trade representative at Moscow had telegraphed that 
95,000,000 people require relief, The inhabitants of the famine districts 
fleeing in masses appear to be doomed, to ammihilation, ;Parents are 
abandoning children to their fate. Mr. Lloyd George added that it was 
almoat impossible to know what to do. Supplies, especially ntdical supplies, 
were wanted to avert Europe from pestilence on a gigantic scale. Sugges 
“dons for relief by private organisations were very valuable but .the 
catastrophe was so appalling that it demanded a great international effort. 

PEASANTS HOARD GRAIN. - 

Mr. Lloyd George said that the main problem of Russia was transport, 
the refusal of the peasants to give up corn except in return for commodities, 
and organisation of the famine area. The Soviet Government well 
knew that supplies with which to induce the peasants to part with their 
grain must come from outside, but it was Impossible to get such supplies 
unless the Soviet Government recognised its obligations for supplies already 
sent to Russia and thus restored confidence with the trading community and 
made them feel that they could send goods without danger of future con- 
fiscation. 

BRITISH EXPERTS TO HELP. : 
Lonpon, August 16. 

Mr, Lloyd George, speaking on the Russian famine in the House of 
Commons, said: that the British representatives of the international com_ 
mission were Sit Phillip Lloyd Greame, Sir John Hewett and Mr. Wardrop, 
the Consul at Mosoow. The first named was appointed as director of 
overseas trade because the exchange of commodities cust be organised 
Sir John Hewett was appointed because nf his experience in India where | 
officials had unique experience of coping with famine organisation ; 
necessary in the Russian famine area, and there must be very complete 
guarantees that relief went ta the distressed people. Hence the organisers 
of relief must co-operate with the local government machine. 

RELIEF WORK, - 
GENEVA, August 16. 

The conference summoned by the international Red Cross Societies 
with a view to the formation of aa international organisation to centralise 
distribution of supplies to Russia assembled and appointed a committee 
comprising representatives of 22 governments and voluntary associations, 
besides the international council of the Red Cross Societies to devise 
measures for relief of the famine in Russia.

PEACE OR WAR. 


MOMENTOUS SESSION OF DAIL EIREANN OPENED IN DUBLIN. 


REPLY TO THE PREMIER. 
Lonpon, August 16. 

In Dublin crowds stood for hours in pouring rain very orderly awaiting 
the opening at the Mansion House of the momentous session of Dail 
Eireann, the first meeting since the election ot'parliament, which sat in che 
historic Round Room. Parnell's portrait hung above the Speaker’s chair. 
There were 2,000 persons present apart from members of Dail Eireann. 
The balcony of the Round Room was packed with men and women stand- 
ing and sitting. The front portion of the floor was reserved for members 
who were accommodated on green leather benches, gorgeously upholster- 
ed divans end settees. All sprang to their feet, cheering wildly when Mr. 
De Valera and his cabinet ministers entered. Dead silence fell when Mr. 
O'Kelly, who recently returned from abroad, took the Speaker’s chair. The 
Chaplain read prayers. The Irish Roll Call evoked fresh enthusiasm. The 
house adjourned after electing the speaker and deputy-speaker. 


Lonpon, August 16. 

_ Mr. De Valera, addressing Dail Eireann, reiterated Ireland's claim for 
sepatation from Britain and ‘aid that the only government the people 
recognised was the ministry of Dail Eireann, He said that Dail Eireano’s 
reply which the British Government intended to make the issue of peace or 
war would be discussed in private session. There would he another public 
session when the reply was ready. Mr. De Valera declared that they could 
only deal with a foreign power on the basis of recognition as a republic. 


SILESIAN PROBLEM. 
A CHANCE FOR THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 
DECISION TO BE FINAL. 
Loxpon, August 16. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Lloyd George said that the meeting of 
the Council last week was very momentous in view of che questions menac- 
ing the solidarity of the alliance. Hence it wasa matter for gratification that 
the Council had passed aresolution that thé spirit of the alliance was as strong 
asever. (Cheers.} The Premier then lengthily reviewed the upper Silesian 
problem which he said was in no way Gifficult in itself but was complicated 
by French anxiety for the security of France. It would have been impos” 
sible earlier to refer the problem to the League of Nations because it was 
necessary first to get rid of the P.ilish josurrection. He assumed that the 
Council of the League would refer the problem to a committee of jurists or 
an arbitrator. It was very. important that France, Italy, Japan, and Britain 
were pledged beforehand to accept the decisions of whatever body the 
Council nominated. The reputa'ion, position, and influence of the League 
would be considerably enhanced if i: successfully dealt with the most im- 
portant question yet submitted co it. In regard to sanctions there was a 
general feeling that the time had come gradually to reduce the military 
burden imposed on Germany in respect of, occupation and control, the cost 
ot which had hitherto absorbed almost “all the money which should be 
available for reparations. : 

PREMIER'S ATTITUDE APPROVED. 
Lonpon, August 16. 

Mr. Asquith in the House of Commons emphasised that the Premier's 
statement on the international situation was the most satisfactory since 
the armistice. He appealed to all to take a very sympathetic view of 
French feeling becanse the ravages of war were still heartrendingly 
apparent. France's real securities for the future must be in the desire of 
the great powers to discountenance any aggression.
